us, and who has been punifh’d by having his Nole 
and Ears cut eff. Tne Count of Leiningen fent 
Order to the Colionel c.f the Regiment of Sintzen- 
dorf, to march hither with al! his Regiment. 

The 26th at Noon, a Spy was brought in Pri- 
foner. ‘Lhe Regiment abovemention’d arriv’d at 
a Clock in the Af.ernoon, and his Excellency the 
Count of Leiningen treated the Officers ac Dinner. 
This Regiment 1s compos'd of as promifing Men 
and as good Horfes, as any whatfcever. The fame 
Day the faid Regiment was order’d to marca to 
Galione. We receiv'd ce.tain Advice Prince Eugene 
of Savoy was on his Way to our Camp. 

The 27th nothing conficerable pafs'd, only Guards 
were in all che Poits. 

The . 8th Acjutant General the Count of Baufoit, 
bro: gt che weicome News of Prince Euger..’s Ap- 
proach, ana tha he would Sup that Evening with 
Celonel Zumjung : Whereapun General Count 
Leinir gen ana other Odicers mounted on Horfeback, 
to ;,0 and receive his Highnefs at Salo. Orders were 
giver, before ro ali the Regiments to hold themfelvei 
sc ady to march, 

The 29 hat 8 in the Morning, Prince Eugene ar- 
riv’d here, accompanied by all the Generals. ‘That 
Day he viewd all the Pofts. He din’d with the 
General Count Leinirgen, and in the Evening re- 
turn’d to Roveredo. No Salvoes of Cannon or 
fmal] Arms were made upon the Arrival of rhe 
Prince ; but the Joy all the Officers and Soldiers ex- 
prefs'd at his Coming is not to be defcrib’d. 

To Day, the 30th, nothing has pafs'd, except that 
Ammunition has been diftribued to the Troops, and 
that Orders are given them to hold themfelves in a 
Readynefs to march. The Pruffian Troops, and 
fome more Imperialifts, are in full March to join us, 
Mean time the Lieutenant Collonel and the Major 
of the Regiment of Sintzendorf are put under Con- 
finement, for having committed Diforders in paffing 
through the Country of Tirol.

The French 
have let us lay a Bridge over the Adige, without 
any Hindrance, and are retir’d to the Mincio 3 which 
River we pals likewile to join the Body uf Troops 
commanded b; the Couut of Leiningen on the Side 
of the Lake of Garda. If the Enemy let us pafs 
the Mincio too without any Oppofition (which 1s 
very much to be doubied) the firit Action berween 
us will prubably be about a Fortnight hence on the 
Oglio : io Morrow we fhall advance forward : The 
Enemy make a continual Fire upon Mirandola. 

But then agen, the Harlem Courant of May 23, 
fays in the Paragraph from Paris of May 18, what 
follows, 

Prince Eugene of Savoy has cavs'd all the Pofts 
we were poffefs’d of on the Lake of Garda ro be in- 
vefted, and has alread, taken man, Prifoners from 
us, particularly the Garrifun we had in Ifola della 
Scala: That of Dx zenzano has ubtain'd a Capitula- 
tion.
